comprising administering, to a patient in need thereof, an inhibitor of the retinoic acid 
biosynthetic pathwa y, wherein said inhibitor is comprising a compound s e l e ct e d from th e group 
comprising: 

carbenoxolone , ph e nylarsin e oxid e , citral, 4 m e thylpyrazol e , disulphiram and 3 
m e rcaptopropionic acid . 

41 . (Currently Amended) A method of treating a hyperproliferative disease of the 
skin subject to treatment by inhibition of the retinoic acid biosynthetic pathway, said disease 
selected from the group comprising: 

psoriasis, acne vulgaris, and hyperkeratosis; 
comprising administering, to a patient in need thereof, an inhibitor of the retinoic acid 
biosynthetic pathwa y, wherein said inhibitor is comprising a compound s e l e ct e d from th e group 
comprising: 

carbenoxolone , ph e nylarsine oxide, citral, 4 methylpyrazole, disulphiram and 3 
m e rcaptopropionic acid . 

42. (Currently Amended) A method of treating psoriasis comprising administering, to 
a patient in need thereof, an inhibitor of the retinoic acid biosynthetic pathwa y, wherein said 
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inhibitor is comprising a compound G e l e ot e d from the group comprising: carbenoxolone T 
ph e nylarsin e oxid e , citral, 1 m e thylpyrazol e , disulphiram and 3 m e rcaptopropionic acid . 

43. (New) The method of claim 40, wherein the disorder of keratinisation is Darrier's 
disease. 
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
